QXrxlity  of  Cottonseed.    While  the  average  grade  of  cqttonseed  in;  Texas  was  slightly  less  than  the 
previous  iToek,  99.0  conpared  with  0.00,  the  seed  in  Oklahona  showed  sone  inprovenent,  with  an 
average  .grade  of  97.  5  conpared  vdt-h  96«0  last  week. 

Certificates  received  -fron  T-exas  the  past  week  showed  an  increased  nunher  with  deductions  fron 
quality  due  to  the  large  coritent  of  .Tree  fatty  acid  chiefly  in  District  4  (Elackland  area), 
District  5  (east  Texas  tinbers),  and  District  9  (Upper  Coastal  coxinties).    District.  9  continued 
to  show  the  lowest  average  grade  of  63,5,  v&ereas  District  4  shov/ed  the  highest  average  graie  of 
102.5.  ^  •  '  ■  , 

All  districts  in  Oklahoma  showed  grade  iaprovenent  which  was  reflected  in  the  higher  State 
average  grade.     However,  according  to  certificates,  nuch  of  the  seed  contained  e,  comparatively  low 
oil  content.    District  6  (cpntral  eastern  Oklahona)  showed  the  lowest  average  grade  of  89. 0, .  with 
the  highest  average  grade  of  100.5  shown  in  District  7  (southwestern  Oklahona). 

Prices  of  Cottonseed, .  The  average  price  paid  for  wagon-lots  of  seed  by  ginners  in 'Texas  this 
week  i7as  $'52.80  per  ton,  or  40  cents  less  than  last  week.    The  average  price  paid  in  Oklahona  was 
$51«50  per  ton,  or  $lt20  higher  than  the  previous  week. 

Oil  nill  prices  quoted  in  Texas  ranged  fron  $55  'to  $63  per  ton  basis  grade  (lOO)  f.o.b,  gins, 
while  in  Oklahona.  the. prevailing  price  continued  to  be  generally  $60.' 

The  denand  for  vegetable  oils  continues  in  excess  of  supplies  and  grices  are  at  ceiling  levels. 
The  tight  supply  situation  is  not  expected  to  be  relieved  until  well  into  19'4fc'.    The  late  harvest 
of  corn  and  soybeans  as  well  as  cotton  is  delaying  all  production  fron  the  1945  crops. 

Cottonseed  production  is  expected  to  be  appToxlnately  20  per  cent  less  than  last  season  but  indi- 
cated production  "of  ©"^her  oil  crops  is  up  fron  a  year  ago.     Flaxseicd  production  iS'  expected  to  be 
at  a  near  record  liigh.     The"  estiriated  soybean  crop  is  about  1  per  cent  less  than  last  season  and 
the  third  largest'  on  record',.    Ind'icated  peanut  production  is  only  3  per  cent  larger  than  last 
season  but  is  47  pe^^  cent  larger  than  average. 

The  1945  estinates  of  the  principal  oil  seed  crops  as  of  IJovenber  l,-  1945»  aJ"*^  1944  production, 
respectively,  v/ere  as  follo7-s:     Cottonseed  3,858,000  and  4»901>000  tons;  soybeans  for  beans 
190,646,000  and  192,863,000  bushels:  peanrits  (picked  and  threshed)  2, 174. and  2,111  nillion  pounds; 
and  flaxseed  35.6  and  23.5  niillion  bushels...
